SHORT SYNOPSIS (Not For Publication) 


One bright, spring morning in 1916, 
John Lawless (TOMMY STEELE), 
newly immigrated from Ireland, 
dances into his first American job, 
that of butler in the Philadelphia 
mansion of eccentric millionaire, An- 
thony J. Drexel Biddle (FRED Mac- 
MURRAY), explorer, alligator collec- 
tor, pugilist, patriot and father of two 
boys, Tony and Liv (PAUL PETER- 
SEN and EDDIE HODGES), and a 
daughter, Cordelia (LESLEY ANN 
WARREN). 

With the help of the household’s 
long-suffering cook, Mrs. Worth 
(HERMIONE BADDELEY), Lawless 
meets the entire family and soon dis- 
covers that the home is one of a kind. 

Daughter Cordy is starting to date, 
but, raised to the rigors of boxing and 
other sports, she doesn’t quite know 
how to go about it. Biddle himself fos- 
ters an intrepid group of punch-drunk 
prize fighters in a hymn-singing phy- 
sical fitness school he calls the Biddle 
Bible Class. The alligators, which are 
kept as pets in the conservatory, get 
out of their tanks and raise havoc 
with the hired help. And the dowager 
aunt of the family (GLADYS COOP- 
ER) irks Biddle when she suggests 
that Cordy be sent to finishing school 
to learn the social graces she has

missed in the boxing ring. 

Persuaded by his wife (GREER 
GARSON), Mr. Biddle resigns him- 
self to the fact that Cordy, alas, is 
growing up and lets her go to Mrs. 
Wingfield’s School for Girls. There, 
Cordy’s roommate, Rosemary 
(JOYCE BULIFANT), teaches her 
the tricks of the boy-catching trade 
ala the great vamps Nita Naldi and 
Theda Bara. 

Cordy bungles her first attempts at 
attracting the most popular boys at a 
big dance, but accidentally and comic- 
ally meets the handsome heir to the 
fabulous Duke tobacco fortune, An- 
gier Duke (JOHN DAVIDSON), who 
sweeps her off her feet during a lilt- 
ing waltz. 

Angier reveals his dream to leave 
his fortune behind and spend his life 
in Detroit designing automobiles. His 
plans excite Cordy, and after a short 
courtship they become engaged. 

Meanwhile, Father Biddle, through 
persistent campaigning for military 
preparedness, gets the Marine Corps 
to train his Bible Class, which he now 
calls the Philadelphia Corps. But 
when the young Marine officers in 
charge of training declare that the ac- 
tivity would be too strenuous for “an 
older man,” Biddle invites them to his 


stables and promptly flattens their 
most qualified pugilist in a boxing 
match. That settles it. He will remain 
active in the Corps. 

Angier Duke’s first meeting with 
the dynamic Biddle goes very poorly. 
At a formal dinner in the Biddle man- 
sion, Angie becomes tongue-tied, awk- 
ward, and doesn’t react properly to 
Father’s leading questions. 

Finally, Cordy gets him aside and 
tells him to assert himself — Father 
understands power, not weakness. 
Cordy tells Angie to contradict Fath- 
er’s every statement. 

This Angie does and promptly finds 
himself in the middle of a boxing 
match in Mrs. Biddle’s parlor. 
Pressed to disadvantage, Angie re- 
sponds with judo, and suddenly it’s 
Father who finds himself on the floor. 
This seals the bond between the men. 
Biddle accepts the boy and insists that 
he teach his judo to “every last man in 
the Philadelphia Corps.” 

When Cordy goes to New York to 
meet Angie’s mother, Mrs. Duke 
(GERALDINE PAGE), and the rest 
of the Duke family, she and Angie are 
thrown into a tiring whirl of pre- 
nuptial social events. Not to be out- 
done by New York society, Father 
Biddle holds a big garden party to 


which he invites all Philadelphia, in- 
cluding the punchy members of the 
Biddle Bible Class. 

Mrs. Duke is humiliated by her 
highly-publicized introduction to this 
colorful collection of characters and 
confronts the Biddle family regarding 
certain “irregularities” in wedding 
arrangements — most importantly the 
fact that none in the Duke family has 
received an invitation. 

In the ensuing misunderstandings, 
Cordy and Angier break their engage- 
ment, and Angier storms out of the 
house. John Lawless follows. Realiz- 
ing Angier’s determination to leave 
town, the butler deftly creates an old- 
fashioned brawl in Clancy’s Bar and 
gets Angie arrested. 

After a night in jail, Angie is bailed 
out by Biddle, who encourages him to 
elope with his daughter. This Angie 
does, hoisting Cordy over his shoulde1 
and leaving for Detroit directly from 
the jail. 

That same day, Biddle receives 
word that the Philadelphia Corps has 
been drafted for Marine service, and 
with it, orders commissioning him to 
train marines for hand-to-hand com- 
bat. 


Biddle Biography Was Ideal For A 
Walt Disney Musical Comedy 


Anthony J. Drexel Biddle, on whose 
life Walt Disney’s film musical, ‘““The 
Happiest Millionaire,” is based, was 
a living contradiction to the old adage 
that money and happiness don’t mix. 
A man of immense wealth and ever 
greater vitality, Biddle threw himself 
enthusiastically into any project that 
caught his fancy. 

Take, for instance, his hobbies — 
Biddle collected punch-drunk prize 
fighters, ex-convicts, reformed drunks 
and alligators. The alligators he 
proudly displayed in tanks in the fam- 
ily conservatory. The ne’er-do-wells 
he daily assembled in the family gym- 
nasium for simultaneous exercise and 
hymn-singing sessions with the Bid- 
dle Bible Classes. 

From time to time, Biddle became a 
novelist, amateur pugilist (he was the 
first to interest Gene Tunney in the 
sport), an explorer, publisher, and a 
jujitsu and savate expert. 

The arts, on the other hand, were a 
bit of a problem for him because he 
insisted upon participating in every- 
thing. He distinguished himself with 
the Manhattan Opera Company by 
performing the worst Pagliacci ever 
heard in the western hemisphere. In 
spite of their nonconformist origin- 
ality, the Biddle and Duke families 
portrayed in the film made significant 
contributions to American history. 

A constant campaigner for national 
preparedness, Biddle trained United 
States Marines for hand-to-hand com- 
bat in both World Wars I and II. Un- 
til age 69, he personally grappled with 
young Marine boots. teaching them 
how to fight with bayonet, machete, 
sword, hand knives and their bare 
hands. His Manuel of Instructions on 
Individual Combat for the Marines is 
still the basis for updated editions. 
Biddle is often credited as the one in- 
dividual who has done more than any- 
one else in teaching Marines how to 


stay alive in combat. 

His self defense techniques were 
also applied to various law enforce- 
ment agencies throughout the coun- 
try. He taught 8,000 Philadelphia 
policemen how to take care of them- 
selves in dangerous situations. When 
the death rate of the officers fell ap- 
preciably, the FBI beckoned, and Bid- 
dle taught agents all he knew about 
handling the most desperate of char- 
acters. 

Mrs. Duke, almost single-handedly, 
was responsible for the founding of 
Duke University. Among descendants 
of the two famous families have been 
numerous distinguisned public serv- 
ants, including an Army general and 
the current United States Ambassa- 
dor to Spain, Angier Biddle Duke. 

Filmed in Technicolor, “The Hap- 
piest Millionaire” deals mainly with 
Biddle’s domestic capers when his 
daughter, Cordy, created a nation- 
wide social sensation by her marriage 
to Angier Duke, heir to the Duke to- 
bacco fortune. The film introduces 
Lesley Ann Warren and John David- 
son in the musical romance. 

Paced by eleven original songs by 
“Mary Poppins” music makers, Rich- 
ard M. and Robert B. Sherman, and a 
story that sings and dances its way 
from the heights of New York society 
to the raucous brawls of a Philadel- 
phia pub, the film biography stars 
Fred MacMurray in the title role; 
Tommy Steele as his butler, John 
Lawless; Greer Garson, as his wife, 
and Geraldine Page as socially-con- 
scious Mrs. Duke. 

Norman Tokar directed the Techni- 
color production from a screenplay by 
A J Carothers. The story was based 
upon the book and Broadway play by 
Cordelia Drexel Biddle and Kyle 
Crichton. Bill Anderson co-produced 
the Buena Vista release with Walt 
Disney.

Walt Disney’s First Plan For “The Happiest 
Millionaire” Was Not As A Musical 


Walt Disney’s “The Happiest Mil- 
lionaire,” based upon the book and 
Broadway play by Cordelia Drexel 
Biddle and Kyle Crichton, was orig- 
inally planned for production as a 
straight comedy. However, work on 
the picture began just as Walt Disney 
was finishing “Mary Poppins,” and 
naturally, Walt’s enthusiasm for the 
musical comedy as a screen entertain- 
ment medium was high. 

Thus, Disney asked co-producer Bill 
Anderson and writer A J Carothers 
to transform the story into a musical. 
Richard M. and Robert B. Sherman 
joined the production team to write 
eleven captivating songs, Norman To- 
kar was assigned to direct, and the 
five-month shooting schedule got un- 
der way in May, 1966. 


The $5 million Technicolor produc- 
tion is filled with more than 75 min- 
utes of musical sequences, and is 
paced by a story that sings and dances 
its way from the heights of New York 
society to the raucous brawls of a 
Philadelphia pub. The film biography 
of eccentric millionaire Anthony J.

The most varied and demanding as- 
signment in his 32 years of motion 
picture stardom was handed to Fred 
MacMurray when he was selected by 
Walt Disney for the title role in “The 
Happiest Millionaire.” 

In the film, which also stars Tommy 
Steele, Greer Garson and Geraldine 
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Page, MacMurray’s portrayal of An- 
thony J. Drexel Biddle required him 
to sing, dance, box, try jujitsu, and 
work with live, eight-foot alligators. 

This coveted starring assignment, 
his sixth for the Disney Studio, comes 
on the heels of such box office suc- 
cesses as “The Shaggy Dog,” ‘‘The 
Absent-Minded Professor?’ “Bon Voy- 
age” and “Son of Flubber.” 

His last Disney film, “Follow Me, 
Boys!;’ in which he teamed with Vera 
Miles, set an all-time, single-day box 
office record at New York’s Radio City 
Music Hall, and was selected best fam- 
ily film of the year by the Mormon 
Church. 

In “Millionaire,” Fred not only 
talks through the song, ‘‘What’s 
Wrong With That ?;’ but sings a comic 
operatic aria and a ballad. Music has 
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always been a part of his life. He be- 
gan his Hollywood career as an ac- 
complished saxophonist and vocalist, 
recording with the bands of George 
Olsen and Gus Arnheim.

Career Of Britisher Tommy Steele 
Skyrockets In Three Screen Musicals 


Following the same path to inter- 
national stardom taken by Julie An- 
drews, Sean Connery, and Hayley 
Mills, British acting-singing : sensa- 
tion Tommy Steele has chosen a Walt 
Disney film, “The Happiest Million- 
aire,” for his American screen debut. 
In quick succession, he has also com- 
pleted starring roles in “Half a Six- 
pence” for Paramount and ‘Finian’s 
Rainbow” for Warner Bros. 

Though his talents are just now 
reaching American motion picture 
audiences, Tommy Steele is already 
an entertainment legend in the Brit- 
ish empire. 

Born in Bermondsey, South London 
slum, Steele attended school only until 
he was fifteen, then went to sea in the 
merchant marine. 

Playing guitar in a Soho coffee bar 
while on shore leave in 1956, Tommy 
was spotted by an agent and per- 
suaded to make a record satirizing 
America’s new rock ’n roll craze. To 
everyone’s amazement, the recording 
was taken seriously by Britain’s teen- 
agers, and within four weeks, Tommy 
reluctantly became England’s first 
and greatest rock ’n roll star. 

During the next three years, Steele 
appeared in his own TV series, made a 
string of English motion pictures, and 
completed triumphant personal ap- 
pearance tours throughout Europe 
and such far-flung territories as 
South Africa and Australia. He has 
done seven command performances 
before the British Royal Family. 

Within the first year, an independ- 
ent film company produced “The Tom- 
my Steele Story?’ a musical biography 


of his life. “I called it ‘From the Cra- 
dle to the Shave,’ ” quips Tommy. But 
the film, which cost $75,000, grossed 
more than $1.5 million in England and 
Europe. 

Thoroughly in love with show busi- 
ness, yet totally dissatisfied with his 
role in it, Tommy canceled all of his 
contracts and withdrew from the 
limelight in January, 1960. 

Refashioning a new career for him- 
self as a star of stage and musical 
comedy, Steele returned eight months 
later for roles at the Old Vic and in 
Rodgers and Hammerstein’s musical 
version of “Cinderella” at the London 
Coliseum. 

In 1968, Tommy made his West End 
theatrical debut in the musical “Half 
a Sixpence?’ The smash hit ran in Lon- 
don for two years before Steele 
brought the show to Broadway. 

It was while completing his one- 
year commitment with “Half a Six- 
pence” in New York that Steele was 
invited to California by Walt Disney 
to discuss the role of John Lawless, 
faithful butler and boxing second for 
Philadelphia eccentric Anthony J. 
Drexel Biddle in “The Happiest Mil- 
lionaire.” As a result the role was ex- 
panded to become a fitting vehicle for 
his American film debut. 

Steele and his wife, Ann, make 
their home in a 300-year-old converted 
stable overlooking the Thames at 
Hampton Wick in England. An avid 
soccer player, Tommy appears when- 
ever he can with Britain’s famed show 
business soccer team, whose appear- 
ances have greatly assisted fund-rais- 
ing drives for British charities.

An actor doesn’t have to be a mil- 
lionaire to appear in Walt Disney’s 
new musical comedy, ‘The Happiest 
Millionaire,” but he does have to be a 
happy type who can emote with some 
of Hollywood and Broadway’s finest, 
sing on key, and, above all, hoof it 
like a trouper. 

The rollicking musical biography 
of eccentric Philadelphia millionaire 
Anthony J. Drexel Biddle is filled 
with a dozen ragtime tunes by the 
Oscar-winning Sherman brothers, 
most of which are accompanied by 
dancing. 

Every member of the cast gets to 
trip the light fantastic, including 
Fred MacMurray, Tommy Steele, 
Greer Garson, Geraldine Page, Gladys 
Cooper, Hermione Baddeley, Lesley 
Ann Warren, John Davidson, Paul 
Petersen, Eddie Hodges, Joyce Buli- 
fant, and an eight-foot, sharp-toothed 
real live alligator named George. 

For some of the cast, like Tommy 
Steele (who wowed Broadway with 
his starring performance in “Half a 
Sixpence’), Lesley Ann Warren (tele- 
vision’s “Cinderella”) or John David- 
son (star of TV’s “Kraft Summer Mu- 
sic Hall’), breaking into a buck-and- 
wing or a waltz is second nature.

George, who’d been known as Lump- 
head until stardom changed his name, 
hadn’t ever done much in movies ex- 
cept for a close-up in a Tarzan film. 
Then, too, dancing had always been a 
challenge, mainly because he’s tone 
deaf and generally lacks a sense of 
rhythm. 

During filming, these startling 
facts prompted Steele to comment, 
“One doesn’t worry about whether the 
alligator will walk away with the 
scene. It’s whether he’ll walk away 
with you.” 

Gamely, Steele proceeded with re- 


hearsal after rehearsal, and then with 
two days of actual filming. Getting an 
alligator to perform in time with the 
Sherman Brother’s tune, ‘“‘Fortuos- 
ity,” was pretty much a matter of 
luck. And luck, by the way, is the 
meaning of ‘“Fortuosity,” the newest 
of words coined for a song title by the 
Academy Award-winning Shermans. 

Tommy, who confessed to feeling 
half-Seminole by the scene’s comple- 
tion, was not unaccustomed to en- 
countering alligators in his dreams. 
“One night I woke up after seeing my- 
self prostrate on the floor with one leg 
missing, while the trainer exclaimed 
to the director, ‘I’ve never seen an al- 
ligator do that before!’ ” 

Continued an almost exasperated 
Steele, “If this scene works it will be 
the most outstanding number in mov- 


ie history. If not, people will be ask- 
ing, ‘Who’s that idiot with the alliga- 
torr” 

Well, work it did. On screen, George 
looks just like the seasoned performer 
he is. The result: a sequence audi- 
ences will be talking about for years. 

By the time Tommy boarded a jet 
for London and dates to film two more 
musicals, “Half a Sixpence” and “Fin- 
ian’s Rainbow,” he had fully regained 
his confidence.

“T got the go-ahead for that show 
during the same week Disney cast me 
in ‘Millionaire’,” offers John. “I was 
really elated. I need all the experience 
I can get, and what better way is there 
than through network exposure and a 
Disney role? Ever since college I’ve 
been anxious to try everything in en- 
tertainment. When you are starting in 
this business you need to work all you 
can for seasoning.” 

Davidson began his theatrical ca- 
reer in New York.with an audition 
before David Merrick. As much to 
John’s surprise as anyone’s, he im- 
mediately won the juvenile lead in the 
Broadway production of “Foxy,” Bert 
Lahr’s last musical. 

There he was seen by producer Bob 
Banner and signed to a long-term con- 
tract, which included appearances on 
the Banner-produced CBS-TV weekly 
series, “The Entertainers.”

Studios, Davidson won critical, as 
well as box office acclaim for his por- 
trayal of Curly in the New York City 
Center revival of “Oklahoma.”

When Disney talent scouts began 
their search for Tommy Steele’s danc- 
ing partner in the musical comedy, 
“The Happiest Millionaire?’ an 8-foot, 
200-pound alligator named George 
snapped at the opportunity right 
away. 

George, whose name had been 
Lumphead until stardom came his 
way, had always found dancing a chal- 
lenge, mainly because he’s tone deaf 
and generally lacks a sense of rhythm. 
Besides, he hadn’t ever done much in 
movies, except for a close-up in a Tar- 
zan film. 

In real life, Philadelphia eccentric 
Anthony J. Drexel Biddle, on whose 
biography the musical is based, made 
a hobby of trapping alligators in the 
Florida Everglades. He brought them 
back to the City of Brotherly Love as 
house pets. George, therefore, would 
have the distinction of being the first 
alligator ever to portray a domesti- 
cated pet in a motion picture. 


Then, too, “The Happiest Million- 
aire’’ might provide a substantial 
boost to the species’ reputation. Alli- 
gators are both carnivorous and can- 
nibalistic, and their public image has 
been sagging of late. 

Ken Earnest, George’s dramatic 
coach and curator of the California 
Alligator Farm in Buena Park, Cali- 
fornia, says this was the first casting 
call for an alligator actor since 1958. 
However, the farm opened its doors in 
1907, and is long on theatrical experi- 
ence. In fact, the Earnest family has 
been supplying gators for Hollywood 
productions ever since the days of si- 
lent films like “The Perils of Pauline” 


During this time, many an actor 
has wrestled with an Earnest alliga- 
tor, but Tommy Steele is the first per- 
son in the world to be able to say he’s 
danced with one. 

During production, the fact that 
George is cold-blooded and eats only 
once a week was of little comfort to 
Tommy. “To dance with an alligator, 
you’ve got to be one of two things — 
out of work or out of your mind,” he 
quipped before filming began. 


By placing a rope around the ga- 
tor’s head, just behind its eyes, Earn- 
est and choreographer Marc Breaux 
were able to devise a way for Steele to 
dance and safely steer the animal at 
the same time, thereby completing 
what will certainly become one of the 
screen’s classic dances. 

All George could do when asked his 
reaction to the scene was hiss. How- 
ever, Steele was a bit more articulate. 
Said Tommy, ‘One never worried 
whether the alligator would walk 
away with the scene. It was whether 
he’d walk away with you.”

Greenwich Village, where the Torns 
still reside, has been “like home” to 
Geraldine Page ever since she moved 
to New York to further her acting ca- 
reer. 

During her first eight years as a 
resident of Greenwich Village, Miss 
Page studied drama with Uta Hagen 
and Mira Rostova, making ends meet 
by checking hats at Lindy’s, wrapping 
cones in a thread factory and clerking 
in a Washington Square book shop. 

In 1955, Geraldine joined the Ac- 
tors’ Studio, and went to work days as 
an accountant and model in a negligee 
factory. When director Jose Quintero 
cast her in “Summer and Smoke’ at 
the Circle in the Square Theatre, she 
left the negligee factory forever. 

Since her Broadway debut in “‘Mid-

Antics Of Eccentric Millionaire Spark 
Humor In New Walt Disney Movie 


“When a man is rich he can darn 
well do just about anything that 
strikes his fancy.” 

That was one credo among many of 
the late Anthony J. Drexel Biddle, 
whose colorful biography provides the 
basis for Walt Disney’s latest musical 
comedy, “The Happiest Millionaire.” 
Fred MacMurray stars in the title 
role, sharing billing with Tommy 
Steele, Greer Garson, Geraldine Page, 
Gladys Cooper, Hermione Baddeley, 
Lesley Ann Warren and John David- 
son. 

Biddle, who dedicated his life to dis- 
proving the old adage that money and 
happiness don’t mix, filled his Phila- 
delphia mansion with fisticuffs and ju- 
jitsu matches in the parlor, alligators 
splashing in the conservatory, and 
physical fitness drills to the stepped- 
up rhythms of church hymns in the 
gymnasium. 

His financial freedom and individ- 
ualistic attitude led to the far-fetched 
predicaments which made his domes- 
tic life exciting, funny and dramati- 
cally happy-go-lucky. 

Actually, Biddle was an expert pu- 
gilist who often sparred with the likes 
of Gene Tunney, Jack O’Brien and 
Bob Fitzsimmons. To the distress of 
his social peers, he became amateur 
heavyweight boxing champion of the 
country and did much to promote the 
fighting game. 

He later excelled in practically ev- 
ery existing form of hand-to-hand 
combat sharing his unique talents 
with the Philadelphia Police Depart- 
ment, the FBI, and, during both 
World Wars, the U.S. Marine Corps. 
As late as 1944, when he was 69 years 
old, a bald and paunchy yet strong 


Colonel Biddle personally grappled 
with class after class of Marine train- 
ees, teaching them bayonet fighting 
techniques and how to beat the Japa- 
nese enemy at his own game, jujitsu. 

But it was Biddle’s more domestic 
eccentricities that outraged and baf- 
fled the upper crust of his day, for his 
wild antics and adventures frequently 
brought mayhem to his very doorstep 
on Walnut Street in Philadelphia. One 
time, for instance, he slogged and 
paddled through the swamps of Flor- 
ida’s Everglades with Seminole In- 
dians to catch a dozen alligators which 
he brought home for house pets. 

A religious man, sometimes to ex- 
tremes, Biddle organized the famed 
Biddle Bible Classes which took a mil- 
itant stand against all enemies of God, 
country and motherhood. At the be- 
ginning of World War I, over 200,000 
men worldwide were enrolled with 
Biddle to sing the praises of physical 
fitness, self-defense and spiritual 
nourishment. 

“The Happiest Millionaire’ was 
based upon the book and Broadway 
play, “My Philadelphia Father,” co- 
authored by Cordelia Drexel Biddle 
and Kyle Crichton. In the film story, 
Lesley Ann Warren portrays young 
Cordelia, whose romance with Angier 
Buchanan Duke, played by John 
Davidson, is almost wrecked by the 
high spirited and comical rigors of 
the Biddle household.

Disney’s Luxurious Biddle Mansion Set 
Worth Half A Million Dollars 


The elaborate Biddle Mansion fea- 
tured in “The Happiest Millionaire” 
is one of the most expensive interior 
sets ever constructed by Walt Disney 
Productions. 

Besides cost of building the set de- 
signed by Carroll Clark and John B. 
Mansbridge, close to $500,000 worth 
of silken wallpaper, crystal chande- 
liers, walnut paneling and priceless 
Georgian and early Victorian antiques 
were used by Disney decorators Emile 
Kuri and Frank McKelvy to furnish 
the eight-room spread of sets. 

In the 1916 film story, the house be- 
longs to Philadelphia’s rich eccentric 
Anthony J. Drexel Biddle, portrayed 
by Fred MacMurray. It had to show 
elegance while lending itself to Bid- 
dle’s offbeat customs, such as keeping 
live alligators in the conservatory and 
holding judo demonstrations in the 
parlor. 

The antique furnishings include a 
hand-painted field desk used by Na- 
poleon, a rare French piano featuring 
designs inlaid with every kind of 
fruitwood in the world, hand-painted 
Venetian cabinets, priceless hand- 
carved Georgian chairs, an original 
Singer sewing machine and one of 
the original gas-electric kitchen 
ranges. 

So carefully were the sets fitted to 
the story that an important time 
change was made, although few who 
see the film can spot the difference. 

“The original Biddle home was built 
during the latter years of the Nine- 
teenth century, and was furnished in 
the dark and heavy fashion of the 
early Twentieth century,” says Kuri, 
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chief set decorator at Disney’s. “Walt 
Disney, in his planning for the film, 
felt that this period was not in keep- 
ing with the light and airy feeling of 
our production. 

“Thus, we went back to the Geor- 
gian and early Victorian periods for 
our settings. Asa result, we kept faith 
with another day, while keeping faith, 
too, with our light-hearted story. 

“The entire set was decorated with 
the performers in mind?’ he continues. 
“We took into consideration the color 
of Greer Garson’s hair, the rough- 
and-ready personality of Anthony J. 
Drexel Biddle, played by Fred Mac- 
Murray in the story, and the costumes 
of Geraldine Page and Gladys Cooper. 
In one room we even changed the color 
of a lamp shade so it would compli- 
ment the dress worn by Miss Cooper. 

“Set decorating is an exacting busi- 
ness. That’s why we use priceless an- 
tiques. And with the high quality of 
Technicolor filming these days, we 
have to be very careful that our colors 
blend and accent perfectly.” 

Emile Kuri has been nominated for 
an Academy Award nine times and 
has received two Oscars, one for his 
work on Disney’s ‘20,000 Leagues Un- 
der the Sea,” the other for William 
Wyler’s “The Heiress.” In addition to 
film work, he is also in charge of all 
decorating at Disneyland.

‘Millionaire’ marks Miss Cooper’s 
first screen musical appearance since 
“My Fair Lady,” which brought her 
an Academy nomination for best sup- 
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porting actress. She won previous 
Academy recognition for supporting 
roles in “Now Voyager” and “Song 
of Bernadette.” 

For Gladys Cooper, activity and 
youthful thinking is the key to life. 
She swims every day (rain or shine), 
works in her garden, takes long walks 
on Malibu beach, and travels regu- 
larly between the United States and 
her British home at Henley-on- 
Thames. Her American home, which 
she designed in 1947, overlooks the 
Riviera Country Club in Pacific Pali- 
sades, California. 

An avid tennis fan and a close per- 
sonal friend of the former tennis star, 
Helen Wills, Miss Cooper loves every- 
thing akin to the outdoors. This in- 
cludes golf and long automobile trips, 
like the one she made from New York 
to California by herself last year. 

“T used to raise Corgis, a rare breed 
of dogs and the oldest breed in Eng- 
land. They look like little foxes and 
are marvelous at rounding up sheep,” 
she remarks. 

Miss Cooper has gray hair, spar- 
kling blue eyes, stands 5’ 5” tall and 
weighs 110 pounds. She has a trim 
figure despite the fact that ice cream 
is one of her favorite foods. ‘‘Of 
course,” says Gladys, “when I go out 
for ice cream, I don’t always end up 
purchasing it. One night I drove down 
to Malibu for a quart of ice cream and 
bought two acres of land in Hawaii. It 
seemed the patriotic thing to do, since 
Hawaii was soon to become a state.” 

When people remark about her trim, 
youthful looks and vitality, Miss

Cooper is quick to remind them that 
she used to be a pin-up girl. “During 
World War I, there was hardly a 
trench filled with Tommies that didn’t 
have my picture posted somewhere. 
A friend once told me a group of Arc- 
tic explorers came across an aban- 
doned camp at the North Pole and 
found my picture nailed to a post in 
one of the huts.” 

Miss Cooper waited until 1940 to 
make her American film debut. The 
film was “Rebecca,” and the director 
was her long-time friend, Alfred 
Hitchcock. ‘I came to Hollywood for 
three weeks and ended up staying for 
26 years,” she laughs. 

Other major film credits include 
“Green Dolphin Street;’ “Madame Bo- 
vary,” “The Valley of Decision” and 
“Mrs. Parkington,” in which she por- 
trayed Greer Garson’s daughter. Miss 
Garson’s make up made her look 84- 
years-old in that production. 

The Disney film stars MacMurray, 
Tommy Steele, Greer Garson and Ger- 
aldine Page, and co-stars Miss Cooper 
and Hermione Baddeley. Young tal- 
ents Lesley Ann Warren and John 
Davidson are introduced to the screen 
for the first time.

Rare Antique Autos Set The Stage 
For Walt Disney’s Film Musical 


To help set the scene of Philadel- 
phia’s exclusive Walnut Street during 
1916 for the musical, “The Happiest 
Millionaire,” the Disney prop depart- 
ment rounded up as handsome a set of 
antique autos as can be found any- 
where. 

Borrowed from the collections of 
Lindley F. Bothwell of Woodland 
Hills, California, and the Briggs-Cun- 
ningham Auto Museum in Costa 
Mesa, California, the rare cars are in 
perfect working order. Most of them 
are worth much more than their mod- 
ern counterparts. 

Included in the colorful fleet is a 
1911 Rolls Royce which once belonged 
to Czar Nicholas of Russia. This mod- 
el is the celebrated ‘Silver Ghost,” a 
six-cylinder, 50-h.p. touring car 
named for its color and for the silence 
of its engine. It was an expensive but 
very popular vehicle in its day, and 
remained in production almost un- 
changed from 1907 to 1926. 

In “Millionaire,” the story of Phila- 
delphia’s rich eccentric Anthony J. 
Drexel Biddle, actor John Davidson, 
portraying Angier Duke, courts pret- 
ty Cordelia Biddle, played by Lesley 
Ann Warren, in a sporty 1913 Mercer 
Raceabout, one of America’s finest 
and best-known early sports cars. It 
was a light, powerful car with a four- 


cylinder, T-head engine that promised 
speeds close to 75-miles-per-hour. Al- 
together, only 600 of these Raceabouts 
were built. 

Also prominently featured is a 1911 
Daimler Limousine which once be- 
longed to King George V of England. 
This fancy, enclosed touring car was a 
forerunner to the popular Mercedes, 
developed by the same company. Other 
cars used include Model T Fords, a 
1912 Packard limousine, a 1906 
Mitchell and a 1913 Mercedes “Big 
Bertha.” 

The wealthy Biddle clan had a great 
interest in the burgeoning auto in- 
dustry. In 1918, some members of the 
family founded their own motor car 
company in Philadelphia, and pro- 
duced a sport coupe aptly named, ‘The 
Biddle,” with advertisements promis- 
ing “thrills of speed with perfect con- 
trol.” The car was equipped with a 
Deusenberg motor.

Top Hollywood Costume Designer 
Has A Field Day With “Millionaire”’ 


To handle the monumental task of 
costume designing for their $5 mil- 
lion musical production, ‘The Happi- 
est Millionaire,’ Walt Disney and co- 
producer Bill Anderson selected Bill 
Thomas, one of Hollywood’s most re- 
spected costume designers. 
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Each of a dozen stars, including 
Fred MacMurray, who essays the title 
role, plus 150 extras and scores of 
dancers were fitted individually dur- 
ing the five-month shooting schedule. 
Almost 250 costumes were made for 
the principal players, while over 3,000 
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“There are those” is the title of a dainty little minuet in which Gladys Cooper 
and Geraldine Page hurl verbal poison darts at each other. Miss Cooper 
represents the Biddle family and Philadelphia society, while Miss Page upholds 
the honor of the Duke family and New York society in this scene from Walt 
Disney’s “The Happiest Millionaire” in Technicolor. Tommy Steele, in the role of 
butler John Lawless, is unhappily caught in the middle of the verbal barrage. 
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John Davidson serenades Lesley Ann Warren to the tune of “Detroit” in this 
scene from Walt Disney’s “The Happiest Millionaire.”

complete outfits valued at $250,000 
were required for the entire produc- 
tion. 

The film’s most elaborate gowns are 
worn by stars Greer Garson, Geral- 
dine Page, Gladys Cooper and Lesley 
Ann Warren. 

“And believe me,” says Bill, “these 
lovely women made the job relatively 
easy. They are model types. They 
know clothes and know how to wear 
them. I always try to satisfy the stars 
as well as the producer. If an actor 
isn’t happy in the clothes he’s wear- 
ing, he won’t be able to do his best in 
front of the camera. By hashing out 
the differences of opinion beforehand, 
we avoid a lot of problems.” 

And that working attitude is prob- 
ably one of the reasons why some of 
the top female glamour stars insist 
that Thomas be signed as the designer 
before they will agree to make a mov- 
ie. At one time or another he has de- 
signed wardrobes for almost every 
major film star in the business. 

His enviable position in the indus- 
try is the result of a thorough appren- 
ticeship. Bill’s first job was at West- 
ern Costume Company in Hollywood 
while he was still attending design 
school. ‘‘My first task there was 
matching socks;’ he laughingly recalls, 
adding, “You simply can’t start any 
lower than that.” 

After a three-year wartime inter- 
ruption during which he served with 
the U.S. Air Force, he resumed his 
studies at the Chouinard Art Institute, 


becoming the only Hollywood designer 
ever to have received his training un- 
der the G.I. Bill. 

Following graduation, he worked 
as an assistant to designer Walter 
Plunkett at MGM. But it was not long 
until his creativity caught the eye of 
the late Irene, who was at that time 
the head designer at the studio. He 
became her assistant and has always 
credited their long association as the 
greatest single contributor to his cur- 
rent success. 

In January of 1949, while still in his 
twenties, Bill was signed to a long- 
term contract by Universal-Interna- 
tional Studios, where he served as 
head designer for ten years before 
leaving to enter the less restricted 
field of free lance designing. 

Thomas won his first Oscar in 1961 
for his work in “Spartacus,” and has 
since received nominations for ‘Seven 
Thieves,” “Babes in Toyland,” “Bon 
Voyage,” “Toys in the Attic,” “Inside 
Daisy Clover” and “Ship of Fools.” 

“T’m still a free lancer. But I kinda 
consider the Disney lot my home base. 
And with more elaborate Disney mu- 
sicals being planned for the coming 
years, I’m hoping they’ll want me to 
stick around.”

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Disney Songwriters Reveal Technique 
In Scoring Original Film Musicals 


Although there is no pat formula 
for writing a hit song, Richard M. 
and Robert B. Sherman, Academy 
Award-winning tunesmiths, have 
found that writing lyrics first works 
best in developing original scores that 
move with and contribute to the story 
line of a film musical. 

With over 300 published and re- 
corded songs to their credit, the two 
“Mary Poppins” music makers enjoy 
the unique opportunity of working di- 
rectly with the Disney writers and 
producers through the first stages of 
script development. Their songs, 
therefore, become an integral part of 
the story, sometimes helping to de- 
velop a character, sometimes adding 
to the plot. 

“Of course, we run into certain lim- 
itations working this way,” says Dick. 
“We have to analyze the character 
performing the number within his en- 
vironment and situation. 

“Generally the lyrics dictate the 
type of music that evolves for a scene. 
For instance, take Mr. Banks’ solilo- 
quy in ‘Mary Poppins.’ Here is a very 
British gentleman who is most proper 
and extremely prompt and organized. 
This is evident even in the way he 
talks. 

I run my home precisely on schedule 

At six o’clock I march thru the door 

My slippers, sherry and pipe are 

due at six-o-two! 

Consistent is the life I lead. 

‘When these words are set to music, 
one tempo, one style naturally be- 
comes evident. 

“Another of our Disney musicals, 
‘The One and Only, Genuine, Original 
Family Band,’ presents a flavor of 
western Americana. Its setting in the 
Dakota Territory of the 1880’s calls 
for big, broad passages, dynamic 
dances, and more lilting melodies like 
a song called ‘Westerin’.’ 


Night time comes, 

I hear the west wind blow 

Whisperin’ of places 

That I long to know 

Callin’ me away 

To where I wanna go 

Westerin’, Westerin’ 

“Here again, the lingo and accent 
the character uses establishes the mu- 
sical approach.” 

“Probably our most difficult song to 
date is one of those in ‘The Happiest 
Millionaire,’ ’’ adds brother Bob. “It 
reveals the feelings of young Angier 
Duke, heir to the Duke tobacco for- 
tune. In this one song, which John 
Davidson sings to Lesley Ann Warren, 
Angier had to say, ‘I don’t want my 
mother running my life; I don’t want 
to go into the tobacco business; I want 
to build automobiles; I want to be 
free to do as I please; and I love you.’ 

“All this wrapped into a song called 
‘Detroit,’ a rather cold, impersonal 
title at best, gave us heartburn for 
over five weeks. Dealing in contrasts, 
we finally completed the song by ro- 
manticizing the auto industry 
through poetic words and phrases, 
like: 

It’s the land where golden chariots 

Are molded out of dreams 

Detroit”

complete film scores still unheard by 
movie fans, and are currently scoring 
several Walt Disney films that won’t 
be released for another two or three 
years.

Radio’s “Henry Aldrich” Now A 
Veteran Walt Disney Director 


What radio fan of the 1940’s could 
ever forget that comically plaintive 
reply, “Coming mother!’’? 

Director Norman Tokar claims 
there have been times he wished that 
he could. When a young actor, he fol- 
lowed Ezra Stone in the role of radio’s 
crackle-voiced teen-age hero, Henry 
Aldrich. Today he is one of Holly- 
wood’s fastest rising directors and the 
man at the helm of the expensive Walt 
Disney musical, “The Happiest Mil- 
lionaire,”’ which stars Fred MacMur- 
ray, Tommy Steele, Greer Garson, 
Geraldine Page, and introduces Les- 
ley Ann Warren and John Davidson. 

‘“‘Aldrich used to be the bane of my 
existence when I was in the Army,” 
says Norman. “No matter where I 
was, even in Normandy, some wise 
guy always wanted me to answer our 
sergeant with ‘Coming Mother!’ It 
wasn’t long until I was hating the 
whole idea.” 

But after the war, Tokar went right 
back to Henry Aldrich, this time writ- 
ing and directing the TV version of

the show. From that he went on to 
other shows like “Life With Luigi,” 
“The Alan Young Show,” “My Favor- 
ite Husband,” “The Bob Cummings 
Show,” “Leave It To Beaver” and 
“The Donna Reed Show,” after which 
Disney lured him with a term con- 
tract. 

“The Happiest Millionaire” is To- 
kar’s seventh movie for Disney Pro- 
ductions and his first musical comedy. 

“Basically, directing a musical is 
no different than any other produc- 
tion,” he says, ‘“‘When I got the assign- 
ment to do ‘Millionaire,’ I must have 
run thirty-five motion picture musi- 
cals at home and at the Studio. When 
finished, I came to the conclusion that 
there is no single way to direct a mu- 
sical. You still are an interpreter and 
have a story to get on film. Primarily 
it is a matter of the director guiding 
the creativity of the choreographers 
within the framework of the story. I 
tell them what a certain number 
should say, and they originate a dance 
to say it. We make changes, refine our

Writer’s Upbeat Approach Is The Key To 
Success At Disney Studios 


“Tt’s fine to do a message picture, 
but I think the message should be 
positive and inspiring. Urge people 
to solve problems rather than wallow 
in them.” 

That statement sums up the philo- 
sophy of one of the more successful 
young writers at Walt Disney Pro- 
ductions, A J Carothers, who wrote 
the screenplay for “The Happiest Mil- 
lionaire.” 

And the initials are not an abbre- 
viation. It’s simply A J, with no peri- 
ods. Using initials as a name is a Tex- 
as custom, and the Carothers are 
Texans with a capital ‘“‘T.” 

“A writer, especially in the mass 
media, should encourage people to 
take a positive attitude toward the 
world, even if he deals with dark and 
depressing matters,” states A J. 

With upbeat thinking like that and 
a writing skill that has provided many 
scripts for top television programs, 
Carothers fit perfectly into the Disney 
operation when Walt asked him to 
write the screenplay for “The Mir- 
acle of the White Stallions” in 1961. 
He was 30 at the time and had credits 


with shows like “Studio One,” ‘“‘Play- 
house 90,” “My Three Sons,” ‘The 
DuPont Show,” “‘The Investigators” 
and many others. 

A J first started writing scripts in 
the Army when he tired of a Private’s 
life in a fully automated radar sta- 
tion, and managed a transfer to the 
Caribbean Forces Network, which 
operated the first television station in 
Latin America. There he gained ex- 
perience producing a program of dra- 
matic readings and scenes from plays. 

Following military service, he con- 
tinued writing on his own time while 
working as a typist for TV Guide, as 
a script reader for the story editor of 
“Playhouse 90,” as story editor of 
“Studio One,” and as an associate pro- 
ducer of ‘‘Playhouse 90.” Then, as a 
free lancer, he finally devoted all of 
his time to his craft. 

A family man with three boys, in- 
cluding identical twins, A J is mar- 
ried to former model Caryl Volkmann. 
They live in a country English stone 
house surrounded by two acres of 
landscaped grounds in Brentwood. 
The decor is ‘“‘friendly elegance.” 


ideas, look to the producer for his ad- 
vice and approval, after which the 
cameras start rolling.” 

Other Tokar-directed Disney films 
have been “Big Red,” “Savage Sam,” 
“A Tiger Walks,” “Those Calloways,” 
“The Ugly Dachshund” and “Follow 
Me, Boys!”’ 

In between, he did a few episodes 
for “Walt Disney’s Wonderful World 
of Color’ on NBC-TV. 

Originally he wanted to be an actor 
because, as he puts it, “that’s the most 
fun.’ But when he started writing 
part-time and selling television 
scripts, he became so successful that 
he quit acting. 

“Nothing is more demanding of the 
creative person than writing,” says 


Norman. “I found it a great strain 
and finally decided that I really 
couldn’t satisfy myself as a writer. 
That’s when I started directing. And 
I love it.” 

A family man, Tokar enjoys fishing 
and refinishing old furniture in his 
spare time. He also pilots his own 
plane on frequent trips to Mexico. 

“The Happiest Millionaire,” which 
co-stars Gladys Cooper and Hermione 
Baddeley, was based on a book and 
play by Cordelia Drexel Biddle and 
Kyle Crichton.

Young Choreographers Score In Three 
Straight Screen Musical Hits 


Walt Disney’s musical comedy, 
“The Happiest Millionaire,” is only 
the third motion picture to be choreo- 
graphed by the talented husband and 
wife team of Marc Breaux and Dee 
Dee Wood, but the first two were 
blockbusters — “Mary Poppins” and 
“The Sound of Music.”’ The combined 
grosses of these two films have al- 
ready passed the $100 million mark. 

Marc and Dee Dee staged all of the 
memorable dance sequences for both 
pictures, including the twelve-minute 
roof top dance of the chimney sweeps 
in “Mary Poppins” and the delight- 
ful dances on the streets of Salzburg, 
Austria, in “The Sound of Music.” 

Breaux is a former Navy test pilot 
whose collegiate studies were aimed 
toward a career in chemistry. In fact, 
a dance career was the farthest thing 
from Marc’s mind when he enlisted 
as an Air Cadet in World War II. Be- 
ginning his training while only 18, 
Breaux was assigned to a base in the 
Philippines for the remainder of the 
conflict. 

Following the war, he spent a year 
in Johnsville, Pennsylvania, testing 
some of America’s first jet fighters. 
Completing his Navy career, Breaux 
returned to school for additional stud- 
ies in chemistry, and that’s where fate 
in the form of a girl changed his life. 
Marc had a girl friend in his home 
town of Lafayette, Louisiana. who 
went to New York every summer for 
a ten-week dance course. Thus, Breaux 
accepted a job as a lab assistant in the 
Bell Laboratories in New York, and 
went along. 

However, before reporting to work, 
Breaux visited the dance class to 
watch his girl friend. Having partici- 
pated in track in high school, Marc 
decided that dancing must be fairly 
easy, and gave it a try. The instructor 
offered him a scholarship on the spot, 
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and Breaux never saw the inside of 
the Bell Laboratories. 

Breaux later met his wife while per- 
forming on a Stan Kenton television 
show, and together, they danced in 
such Broadway musicals as “Kiss Me 
Kate,” ”Guys and Dolls,” and “Can 
Can.” They assisted noted dance di- 
rector Michael Kidd with “‘Lil Abner” 
and “Destry,” then were elevated to 
the position of co-choreographers 
with Kidd for the musicals ‘“Do-Re- 
Me” and “Subways Are For Sleeping’ 

Striking out on their own, Marc and 
Dee Dee turned to television and set 
the dances for many TV specials, in- 
cluding those of Bing Crosby, Judy 
Garland and Dick Van Dyke. They 
then joined Walt Disney for “Mary 
Poppins.” 

Among Marc’s toughest assign- 
ments in connection with “The Hap- 
piest Millionaire” was to choreograph 
for Tommy Steele a dance with an 8- 
foot, 200-pound alligator named 
George. Up to that point, no one really 
knew whether the alligator would 
mind having someone dance next to 
his head. The reptile’s skull can break 
a man’s leg in one swipe. 

When filming began, Tommy Steele 
quipped, “To dance with an alligator, 
you’ve got to be one of two things — 
out of work or out of your mind.” 
Since Marc, Dee Dee, and Tommy are 
among the most sought after talents 
in Hollywood, everyone on the set 
reached the conclusion that they were 
simply out of their minds.

Lesley Ann Warren — A Lifetime Of 
Study To Prepare For Overnight Stardom 


When Walt Disney’s musical com- 
edy, “The Happiest Millionaire,” pre- 
mieres across the country, Lesley Ann 
Warren will surely be hailed as one 
of the nation’s new Cinderella stars. 
Her singing-dancing role as Cordelia 
Drexel Biddle is a tailor-made show- 
case for a motion picture debut. 

And, in a certain sense, those plau- 
dits will be correct, since the beauti- 
ful brunette did portray “Cinderella” 
in Rogers and Hammerstein’s original 
musical for television. 

“But if anyone says I’ve reached 
stardom overnight;’ retorts Miss War- 
ren, “they’ll be completely wrong.” 

The fact of the matter is that Les- 
ley Ann Warren has been studying 
some facet or other of show business 
almost constantly since she was three 
years old. 

Born August 16 in Manhattan, the 
brown-eyed Lesley Ann started danc- 
ing at age three, then began actual 
ballet training at six, studying regu- 
larly for eight years. Show business 
was not new to her family, since her 
mother had sung on the London stage 
and in New York night clubs. Her 
father is a realtor. 

“Nevertheless, show business was 
all my own desire. I wasn’t pushed at 
all,” says Lesley Ann. “In fact they 
wouldn’t let me go into the theatre 
until I had graduated from high 
school.” 

For instance, at age 14, Lesley Ann 
sneaked out of her parents’ New York 
apartment and auditioned for “Bye 
Bye Birdie,” just for the fun of it. 
She won the part, but her parents in- 
sisted that she turn it down because 
it meant a national tour. But, Lesley 
Ann kept on auditioning, still just for 
the fun of it. Out of half a dozen treks 
she was offered parts in two shows, 
including “Little Me’’ but turned them 
both down anyway. 

Finally, at age 17, she was chosen 
from 300 girls for the ingenue lead 
in the Broadway production of “110 
in the Shade,” and she accepted. The 
producer had a blond in mind, but 
after watching the dark-haired Miss 
Warren he decided that brunette 
would do just as well — better, in fact. 

Miss Warren spent ten months with 
the show on Broadway, where she 
was seen by Charles S. Dubin, pro- 
ducer of the “Cinderella” TV special. 
Two auditions for Richard Rogers 
followed. Several weeks later, while 
appearing in the road company of 
“110 in the Shade?’ Lesley Ann learned 
that she had won the coveted role. 

Following “Cinderella,” she won 
critical acclaim for a straight dram- 
atic performance in CBS-TV’s “For 
the People,” then hit a streak of bad 
luck. 

“A Sign of Affection,” a Broadway- 
bound show in which she co-starred 
with John Payne, opened and closed 
in Philadelphia. Then came the female 
lead in the Broadway musical, “Drat 
the Cat.” The show closed within a 
week, due to financial difficulties, but 
Lesley Ann emerged from the wreck- 
age with rave reviews. 

“T don’t want to try Broadway 


again, at least not in the near future,” 
says Miss Warren. “ ‘Drat the Cat’ 
was a great role and I worked hard on 
it. To have the show close so quickly 
was heartbreaking.” 

However, her sadness proved short- 
lived. Only one day after completing 
a screen test for Walt Disney, Lesley 
Ann was notified that she would make 
her motion picture debut in ‘‘The 
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Happiest Millionaire,’ the Studio’s 
first musical since ‘““Mary Poppins.” 

Immediately, she moved to Cali- 
fornia and began studying voice with 
Louise Gilbert and jazz dancing with 
“Shindig” choreographer Bobby Ban- 
nif. 

While waiting for rehearsals to be- 
gin on “The Happiest Millionaire,” 
Miss Warren guested in a four-part 
“Dr. Kildare’ show and in ‘“‘Gun- 
smoke.” 

Then in April, 1966, she began five 
months of filming at Disney Studios, 
working with top stars like Fred Mac- 
Murray, Tommy Steele, Greer Gar- 
son, Geraldine Page, Gladys Cooper 
and Hermione Baddeley. In “The Hap- 
piest Millionaire,’ Lesley Ann por- 
trays the romantic lead opposite John 
Davidson, and has the opportunity to 
sing and dance five new songs by Rich- 
ard M. and Robert B. Sherman, Acad- 
emy Award winners for their “Mary 
Poppins” score. 

She recently returned to the Dis- 
ney lot for a starring role with John 
Davidson, Walter Brennan, Buddy Eb- 
sen and Janet Blair in another excit- 
ing musical, ‘““The One and Only, Gen- 
uine, Original Family Band.” 

Just before shooting ended on that 
film, Lesley Ann surprised everyone 
by marrying hair stylist and dress 
designer Jon Peters. They reside in 
Beverly Hills with two poodle dogs. 

With another film role optioned by 
Disney Productions and constant in- 
quiries from other studios, both in 
New York and Hollywood, Miss War- 
ren’s career seems more than secure. 

Filmed in Technicolor, “The Hap- 
piest Millionaire’’ was directed by 
Norman Tokar from a screenplay by 
A J Carothers. The film is based upon 
the book and Broadway play by Cor- 
delia Drexel Biddle and Kyle Crich- 
ton.

— more hit songs, more film and tele- 
vision appearances, top stardom.

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tobacco fortune. John’s leading ro- 
mantic role opposite Lesley Ann War- 
ren gives him the opportunity to work 
with such internationally famed stars 
as Fred MacMurray, Tommy Steele, 
Greer Garson, Geraldine Page, Gladys 
Cooper and Hermione Baddeley. 
“For me, the excitement of show 
business is in going from Broadway 
to night clubs to a TV variety show to 
motion pictures to recordings.” Says 
young Davidson, “The challenging, 
ever-changing pace is providing me 
with an excellent base of experience 
upon which to build my career.” 
Certainly John has the contracts to 
prove his versatile talents. He has just 
completed a second Disney musical 
with Lesley Ann Warren, Walter 
Brennan, Buddy Ebsen and Janet 
Blair entitled, “The One and Only, 
Genuine, Original Family Band.” He 
is currently under a five-year pact 
with ABC-TV, through whose per- 
mission he appeared on NBC-TV dur- 
ing the summer of 1966. In addition, 
he has a seven-year contract with pro- 
ducer Bob Banner, a five-year deal 
with Caesar’s Palace in Las Vegas to 
appear a minimum of three weeks an- 
nually, and an exclusive recording 
agreement with Columbia Records. 
His first Columbia album, recorded 
on week ends while “The Happiest 
Millionare” was in production, is apt- 
ly titled, “The Time of My Life.” 
Davidson’s emergence on the thea- 
trical scene began in 1963 when he 
moved from White Plains, New York, 
to Manhattan upon graduation from 
Denison University. Although his 
B.A. degree was in Theatre Arts, John 
entered college as a philosophy major, 
intending to follow his father into a 
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career in the Baptist ministry. 

“IT switched to Theatre Arts after 
my sophomore year in order to better 
prepare myself for the seminary. I 
had heard they wanted men with a 
well-rounded background, especially 
in speaking,” recalls Davidson. 

“It was then that I began appear- 
ing in collegiate musical comedy pro- 
ductions and learned to be a singer of 
legitimate ballads. By the time I grad- 
uated, I knew I wanted to try a career 
in show business.” 

As much to John’s surprise as any- 
one’s, his first New York audition, be- 
fore David Merrick, won him the ju- 
venile lead in the Broadway produc- 
tion of “Foxy,” Bert Lahr’s last mu- 
sical. 

One Wednesday afternoon, televi- 
sion producer Bob Banner, acting on 
an impulse, stopped in to see a mati- 
nee performance. Totally impressed, 
Bob invited Davidson to his office, 
where the boy sang before twelve 
members of Banner’s staff. The result 
was a seven-year contract. 

During this time, John appeared in 
numerous night clubs from coast to 
coast, taking an occasional leading 
role in a professional stock company. 

“The Entertainers,” a Banner-pro- 
duced CBS weekly variety series, was 
John’s first TV assignment. This led 
to a leading role in the NBC Hallmark 
Hall of Fame production of “The Fan- 
tasticks,” then top guest appearances 
with “Dinah Shore,’ “The Garry 
Moore Show,” ‘Merv Griffin,” “The 
Jimmy Dean Show,” “The Hollywood 
Palace” and ‘“‘The Bell Telephone 
Hour.” 

It was while doing a salute to 
Jerome Kern on the “Bell Telephone 
Hour” that John was seen by song 
writer Dick Sherman and recom- 
mended to Walt Disney for “The Hap- 
piest Millionaire.” 

However, before moving west for 
the NBC-TV and Disney assignments, 
John scored an enormous critical suc- 
cess in the New York City Center re- 
vival of “Oklahoma!” Davidson, ac- 
cording to one reviewer “‘was the best 
Curly since Alfred Drake created the 
role,” and the production set a new 
box office record for dollars and at- 
tendance at the City Center. 

Upon completion of his role in “The 
Happiest Millionaire,” John began 
five months of night club appearances 
which took him to such cities as Las 
Vegas, Columbus, Ohio, Philadelphia, 
Washington, D.C., and San Juan, 
Puerto Rico. 

The clean-cut, blue-eyed Davidson 
was born December 13 in Pittsburgh, 
Pennsylvania. An avid handball and 
tennis player, snow and water skier, 
John recently bought a ranch house on 
two and one-third acres of land in 
Hidden Hills, California. “It’s a horse 
community,” says John. “I have two 
horses and a dog out there.” 

What little time he has at home, 
Davidson spends riding, doing odd 
jobs like painting white picket fences, 
or barbecuing on the back patio. “I’m 
not very good with a stove,” he con- 
cludes.

Bill Anderson Co-Produces Walt Disney’s 
“The Happiest Millionaire”’ 


Bill Anderson, who worked closely 
with Walt Disney to co-produce the 
musical comedy, ‘““The Happiest Mil- 
lionaire,” has enjoyed a 25-year ca- 
reer at the Disney Studios. 

Anderson joined the organization 
during the early 1940’s when Walt 
was concentrating on the production 
of training films for the armed forces. 
He progressed rapidly from produc- 
tion control to the Ink and Paint De- 
partment to oversee its. reorganiza- 
tion and expansion, then became as- 
sistant to the studio production man- 
ager. In 1951, he was named produc- 
tion manager for the Studio and in 
1956, became vice president in charge 
of Studio Operations. He was elected 
to the board of directors in 1960, and 
now holds the title of vice president 
in charge of production. 


Work on “The Happiest Million- 
aire” got under way in earnest during 
1964, when Disney was finishing 
“Mary Poppins.” Naturally Walt’s en- 
thusiasm for the musical comedy as a 
screen entertainment medium was 
high, so he asked Anderson and writ- 
er A J Carothers to transform “Mil- 
lionaire,” originally a Broadway com- 
edy, into a musical. Richard M. and 
Robert B. Sherman joined the produc- 
tion team to write eleven captivating 
songs, Norman Tokar was assigned to 
direct, and production began in May, 
1966. 

“The Happiest Millionaire,” stars 
Fred MacMurray, Tommy Steele, 
Greer Garson, and Geraldine Page, 
and introduces Lesley Ann Warren 
and John Davidson. In Technicolor, it 
is being released by Buena Vista. 


Former Pro Boxer Lou Nova 
Now Acting For Disney Studio 


Lou Nova, former boxing contender 
who once challenged champion Joe 
Louis for the heavyweight title, is the 
only person in Walt Disney’s musical 
comedy, “The Happiest Millionaire,” 
who appeared in the story when it was 
a play on Broadway. In the film, Lou 
is a close friend of Philadelphia’s rich 
eccentric, Anthony J. Drexel Biddle, 
played by Fred MacMurray. 

A U.S. and world’s amateur heavy- 
weight champion, Lou also fought 60 
professional bouts and made over 
$450,000, none of which stayed with 
him. He twice knocked out Max Baer, 
but stayed with Louis only six rounds 
before being kayoed. 

Nova turned entertainer when he 
left boxing in 1947, and has done ev- 


erything from supper clubs to fashion 
shows. He has appeared in a number 
of movies, Broadway shows and tele- 
vision programs, including Ed Sulli- 
van and Kraft Theatre. Victor Mc- 
Laglen, a former boxer himself, had a 
hand in getting Lou started. 

The imposing heavyweight also has 
a role in Disney’s ‘“‘Blackbeard’s 
Ghost,” a comedy starring Peter Us- 
tinov, Dean Jones and Suzanne Ple- 
shette. In this picture, Lou is a villain 
and tangles unsuccessfully with an in- 
visible pirate.

Arrange a contest promotion with a number of merchants .. . 20, 30, 50 
or any number you choose. 


Here is a great way to start people talking about your ‘‘Happiest Mil- 
lionaire’’ engagement and it can be fun for everyone in your town and a 
sales booster for the merchants and you. Start early and get them think- 
ing “Happy”.

SA 
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1916 OLD TIME AUCTION 


Work with local merchants in setting up an 
“Old Time Auction.” Newspaper and screen 
advertising can be given to the merchants in 
trade for various merchandise. Hold the auc- 
tion in your theatre lobby or out in front of the 
boxoffice. The public would bid on the mer- 
chandise using the ‘“‘Million Dollar Bills’ which 
they would be able to obtain from participating 
merchants the week prior to the auction. A 
“Million Dollar Bill” would be given with a pur- 
chase of a certain amount. This is a very work- 
able tie-in promotion in which everyone will 
profit. 


GROUP SALES 


Group sales have proven to be an important 
part in planning a well-rounded campaign. 
Selling blocks of tickets to organizations of all 
types can be considered an integral part of 
sales promotion and a guarantee of along and 
extremely profitable run. 


The most effective way of selling groups and 
theatre parties is still the old ‘““door-knocking” 
way. Handle each situation in a personal man- 
ner. Prepare and send an initial introductory 
letter along with your sales letter or brochure. 
A follow-up telephone call is most important in 
arranging a meeting with the committeeman in 
charge of events and activities. 


Theatre parties, when dealt with properly, 
serve two important purposes . . . entertain- 
ment and fund raising. 


After you have talked with the right people 
and have made that important sale, follow 
through in helping them with the necessary 
publicity, advertising ideas, posters, film clips 
and the tickets they’ll need. Each organization 
should be given the utmost of attention and 
should feel that you are helping them make 
their event a very successful affair. 


Group sales and theatre parties are tremen- 
dous ways of building and maintaining a good 
mid-week business all during your engage- 
ment. Go from one to another. Many organiza- 
tions are both capable and willing to co-oper- 
ate in raising money for their cause. 


POSTER CONTESTS IN SCHOOLS 


Arrange for teachers to have their students 
develop ideas for a poster contest. The theme 
could be ‘“‘My Life As A Millionaire... Each stu- 
dent would draw eight or ten small sketches 
depicting events out of their lives should they 
become a millionaire. Prizes can consist of 
soundtrack albums as second and third prizes. 
The first prize could be the opening of a new 
$25.00 savings account at the local bank. Judg- 
ing could be done by local disc jockeys or tel- 
evision personalities . . . a good way to get a 
plug on the air. 


Another possibility along this line is an art 
and essay contest. The boys would develop 
their own concept of a 1917 flivver and write a 
short essay. Girls could draw one of the cos- 
tumes from the same era and write a short de- 
scription. 


THE SOUNDTRACK ALBUM 


Most theatres play music before the show 
or during intermission. If you do, then get a 
copy of the ‘‘Happiest Millionaire’ soundtrack. 
Start playing all of these wonderful and catchy 
tunes, written in the same delightful vein as 
“Mary Poppins,” by the Academy Award-Win- 
ning Sherman Brothers. 


Talk to the principals and music directors of 
various schools in your community about play- 
ing the soundtrack album during the lunch 
hour. Furnish song books to the music depart- 
ment. 


Furnish your local radio station with the 
soundtrack album. The tunes have great pub- 
lic appeal and lend themselves to any type of 
radio station and programming. This is an- 
other plus in getting your opening and the pic- 
ture publicized. 


USE ENTERTAINMENT CLIPS 


Promote your engagement of “‘The Happiest 
Millionaire” the entertaining way by renting a 
16mm continuous projector and using all of the 
film clips. Set up the projector on the street by 
your boxoffice or put it in an adjacent window. 
Another possibility is the window of your local 
record dealer where there is a lot of foot traffic. 
Work with the dealer in setting up a display in 
the window consisting of the 33-1/3 record al- 
bum along with 11 X 14 color stills from the 
picture. This will make a wonderfully exciting 
and colorful attention-getter for the picture 
and the album. 


PLACE MATS 


Get “The Happiest Millionaire” talk started 
early with the families. A good place to begin 
is with “Place Mats” at a family patronized 
restaurant. 


A special mat, (MIL 200) available from the 
Buena Vista Specialty Dept., N.Y., has been 
prepared of the front of the ‘‘Million Dollar Bill’’ 
shown on page 22 of this pressbook. Have 
them imprinted locally with your theatre and 
playdate added. Restaurant owners will go for 
the unique artwork which depicts the Biddle 
family. 


TABLE TENTS 


A small version of the ‘Million Dollar Bill’ is 
available on the same mat as the place mat. 
Use it for imprinting “‘Table Tents” for restau- 
rant and cafe counters, school lunch rooms 
and drug store soda fountains. 


A HIGH CALORIE DIET 


“Become physically fit — try going on a choco- 
late cake diet!’ This is A. J. Drexel Biddle’s 
philosophy and can quite possibly be the basis 
for a contest promotion involving the house- 
wives in your community. 


Have them write their own version of the 
“Richest Diet” recipe. Tie in with a local bak- 
ery and award prizes for the best entry. 


COLORING CONTEST 


When it comes to a coloring contest, the kids 
are always ready to participate, but when it in- 
volves prizes such as the comic book or record 
album, it’s a sure way to create interest and to 
start the good ‘‘word-of-mouth” in their fami- 
lies. 


ANTIQUE AUTO PARADE 


Contact your local automobile dealers and 
ask them to sponsor an Antique Auto Parade. 
In every town you'll find the old-time classics. 
For added publicity, have the drivers dressed 
in costumes of the early 1900’s. 


Award a pair of tickets to those in the oldest 
car and for the best and most authentic cos- 
tume. 


CROSS-PLUGGING WITH TRAILERS 


Use the theatrical trailer and teaser trailer 
for cross-plugging in your other theatres or 
drive-ins. The more screen exposure you can 
get, the better your grosses will be. 


MILLIONAIRE RADIO CONTEST 


Talk with your local radio station and set up 
a “Happiest Millionaire” contest. Here is your 
chance to sell block tickets to them to use as 
prizes for contests or for them to give out to 
their advertisers. Have the station announce 
the contest over the air. The public would be 
asked to submit, in a short letter, their ideas of 
what they would do with a million dollars. To 
add humor to the contest, set it up as “‘The 
kookiest things to do with a million dollars.” 
Three winners would be read each day and 
each would receive the ‘Million Dollar Bill’ 
(see page 22) good for two tickets at your box- 
Office. 


DIRECT MAILING OF PROGRAMS 


Make the ‘Happiest Musical of the Year’ a 
“One-In-A-Million” engagement for you. Direct 
mail the “Happiest Millionaire” heralds. Se- 
cure a mailing list from local organizations and 
direct mailing companies. Tell the public well 
ahead of your opening that Walt Disney’s 
greatest, liveliest and happiest entertainment 
of all time is on the way to your town. If you 
have other theatres, try cross-plugging your 
heralds and programs. Get the message circu- 
lated around to the largest possible number of 
people. 


TEEN DANCE CONTEST 


Contact your local TV station and arrange a 
“Happiest Millionaire’ contest on one of their 
teenage dance programs. Have them display 
some of the posters as backgrounds. 


The best dancers (couple) would become 
“Millionaires for 24 hours.” This would include 
a chauffeur driven limousine, dining at a 
choice restaurant, seeing the ‘‘Happiest Mil- 
lionaire’’ at your theatre, an orchid for the girl 
and any other prizes you care to add. And, of 
course, the more prizes you have, the more in- 
terest you’ll generate.
